Principal's 


Message 


When our first yearbook appeared in June 1967, I said that its 
publication in our first year as a school indicated a rapidly growing school 
spirit and sense of identity which augured well for future growth and 
development. 


Looking back now on the occasion of the eleventh issue it is 
clear that we have indeed developed a unique and effective program in this 
first decade. One can think of tangible evidence such as the creation and 
adoption of our beautiful school crest with its inspiring motto ''To Heal 
and to Teach"; the regular issues of excellent yearbooks; the organization 
of a strong and active students’ union among our older students; the numerous 
awards and trophies competed for each year and many other examples. 


There is additional evidence also to indicate the growing effec-— 
tiveness of the School Hospital program. This spring the editorial committee 
of the students' school paper conducted a survey of their fellow students and 
some of the opinions recorded show the seriousness of purpose and conscien- 
tious dedication of the young people here. Education, they said, is valued 
because it "opens up new horizons ... helps to encourage thinking ... 
helps to find goals for the future ...". Nearly all added that they go to 
school because they want to, not because they have to and said they felt 
the Glenrose program teaches them to become as independent as possible and 
to become active in their own communities when they return home. These 
opinions demonstrate an appreciation of underlying values which is most 
commendable. 


For the last four years the school office has conducted surveys 
seeking information concerning those students who had left Glenrose during 
that time. It was found that most of them are getting along well and 
happily. What was particularly pleasing was that in the opinion of their 
new teachers their major strengths were their positive attitude and good 
work habits and their cheerful friendliness. How proud we were to learn 
that such desirable strengths of character should turn out to be typical of 
our students. 


Of course we can't afford to be complacent and we need to continue 
our best efforts to make the most of our opportunities here. However I have 
no doubt at all that our good reputation will not be allowed to diminish and 
that a bright future of "healing and teaching" is assured.

= to Mr. Jim Briggs who has been principal of Glen- 
rose School Hospital since it opened in 1966 and 
who is retiring this June. 


Mr. Briggs will be missed by the students, by 
his fellow teachers, and by members of all depart- 
ments who admire and respect him as a warm, under- 
standing person as well as being an extremely 
capable leader. 
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He will be remembered for guiding the Education Department through the for- 
mative years and for overseeing the development of the present programs. Mr. 
Briggs has given talks as far away as Geneva, Switzerland and has written 
numerous articles describing the Glenrose multidiscipline program. 


Mr. Briggs, in retiring, is ending one chapter of a career that began in 1935 
when he graduated (with honors) from the Camrose Normal School and began teaching. 
Before moving to Edmonton in 1954 he was Principal of the Stettler School. In Edmonton 
he was a counsellor to students and a teacher of French, and also vice principal of 
Ross Sheppard High School before coming to Glenrose. 


In addition to special teaching certificates in Oral French, Dramatics, and 
Commercial Education, Mr. Briggs earned Bachelor of Arts and Master of Education 
degrees from the University of Alberta. 


As well as being an experienced and well-trained educator, Mr. Briggs has been 
and is active in many professional and community organizations. He was, for example, 
a Cubmaster for many years and is also a past president of the Edmonton Local of the 
Alberta Teachers! Association. He is an active Rotarian and still finds time for many 
hobbies, such as gardening, rock polishing, and turning gnarled juniper roots into 
carved and polished works of art. To keep fit, he swims 
almost daily. 


Mr. Briggs! many activities make him an interest-— 
ing person. His energy, intellectual curiosity, en- 
thusiasm, and his concern for others are qualities 
well worth cultivating. These are the things we will 
remember about Mr. Briggs as he leaves teaching to 
begin a new and equally exciting chapter in his life.

Industrial Arts 


Over the past few years the use of the industrial arts facility 
has steadily grown. At first it was used exclusively at the junior 
and senior high levels with a modified program for grades five and six. 
later, grades one to four had a ceramics option. 

This year, emphasis has been on an integrated practical activities 
idea (I.P.A.). This is a learning strategy to integrate various subject 
areas together with manual skills. Abstract and rote learning find their 
basis in active student manipulation of woods, plastics and metals. 

For the first time elementary classes have done work in photography, 
woods, plastics, as well as in ceramics. 


Modern Living Course: This course emphasizes 
the learning of life skills. Part of the a 
learning process may include residing in the: 

Independent Living Suite for each of the 

students. Their stay lasts one week during 
which time they must do their own shopping, 
cooking, cleaning, etc. 
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Visually - Impaired Classroom: In this room one finds 
special equipment such as video monitors, textured 
blocks, flashlights, flow pens of different colors 
and perfumes, bells of different tones,a piano, etc. 


To go with all this special equipment is a 
special teacher using specialized techniques.
